lie accordingly presented the said Bill to the Hou^e, and the same was received 
and read for the first time. 

Mr.' Speaker reported, that when the House did attend His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, this day, in the Legislative Council Chamber, His Honor was 
))lea8ed to make a Speech to both Houses of the Provincial Legislature, of which 
Mr. Speaker said he had to prevent mistakes, obtained a copy, which he read to the 
House, as foUoweth : 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council : 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : ' 

I am happy to see you again assembled at the seat of Government, to attend to 
the interests of the Province, and I have no doubt that you return here animated 
with that spirit of cordiality and harmony which characterized your legislative 
labors during the passed session. 

I notice, with pleasure, renewed activity in all branches of industry ; commerce 
is becoming more and more flourishing, our manufactories are increasing in num- 
bers ; agriculture, owing chiefly to the generous encouragement which you have 
given to it, is now taking that place which it should occupy in developing the 
resources of the country. 

In the great movement which is making of this Dominion a new nation, the 
Province of Quebec should perform its part with firmness, courage and ability. 

Our progress is already very marked; the Province has not only maintained 
the position which it hold before Confederation, but it has also considerably im- 
proved it. The sphere of its operations has been largely extended, and wo have 
every reason to hope for a future an brilliant as could be desired by the sincerostof 
patriots. A sentiment of generous devotion animates our population, ami you have 
only, to second their good impulse, in order to attain the end of the legitimate hopes 
of the country. 

The Credit Foncier, to which you gave legal , existence during last session, has 
commenced its good work, and its influence is already felt in the lowering of the 
rate of ii^terest and the proportionate increase in the value of real estate. 

The establishment of the beet-sugar industry has become an accomplished fact, 
in at least ihree counties. By means of this industry, so rich in itself, and 
susceptible of so large an increase, an important change will bo effected in our 
hystem of agriculture. 

The q^uestion of utilizing the rich deposits of phosphates in the Ottawa Talley, 
which seemed to have been abandoned, was again taken up by my Government 
and solved with a suoceas which bids fair to surpass the results which were at first 
expected firom it. 

The working of our phosphates on a large scale, originated the idea of 
exporting it to foreign countries. This exportation, with ihiit of live stock and 
agricultural prodace, has given rise to the establishment of a line of Transatlantic 
Steamers which you will, I hope, before long, see performing a regular service 
between France and Canada, thanks to the generous assistance which, at our 
solicitation, the Federal Government has been pleased to give to this important 
enterprise. 

More unassuming, but of no less importance in its beneficial results, the 
manufacture of cheese and butter has been so largoly increased in our province as to 
perceptibly alter the figures of our agricultural exports. The friends of agriculture 
will read with the greatest interest the reports to be submitted to yon on thia 
subject. 
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Colonizition has continued to prosper during the past year. It is very satis- 
factory to mo to be able to state that the repatriation of our fellow^eountrymen and 
the stream of immigration from abroad, afford a proof that our Province is becoming 
more and more advantageously known in foreign countries. 

The Exhibition held at Montreal was a brilliant and lasting suecess, and I -have 
great picfasure in inftfrming you that some of the largest manufacturing establish- 
ments of the continent of Europe have expressed their intention of taking part in 
the next exhibition. My Government has deemed it its duty to extend them an 
invitation to that end. 

The subsidies granted by tbf Legisiature to railway enterprises have had the 
effect of creating and completing a' net-work of provincial roads which now gives 
u.H the mo^t direct means of communication, not only with the various sections of 
our Province, but also with other Provinces and the great country on our borders. 

The statement of the receipts from the Railway built by the Province, will be 
submitted to you. This btatement is very satisfactory and will enable 3'oa to 
appireciate the steps to bo taken by my Government for the future working of this 
great enterprise. 

The legislation of last session respecting mines has already produced excellent 
results, which can but be continued. 

You will notice by the report of the Commissioner of Crown Lands, that the 
receipts of his Department will, for the current year, greatly exceed those of past 
yearb. Thesa e of timber limits, which has been held, was the most important and 
profitable which has ever taken place in the Province. 

The various Departments have been installed, during the present year, in the 
ne<w Buildings, whose imposing gru!:deur is a solemn declaration of the permanency 
of our provincial institutions and of the importance attached by our population to 
the dei^ided maintenance of our federal sybtem. 

Few measure of a public nature will be submitted to you this session. The 
legislation of la!<t session w:is considerable and is, for the moment, adequate to the 
needs of the public service. 

I am happy to be able to draw your attention to the simultaneous establishment 
of hO mmy things, calculated to contribute to the general prosperity of our country, 
and it is a much more agreable duty for me to enumerate, as I have done, that 
which mjgozernment has endeavored to accomplish for the good of all, than to 
propose innovations in our laws. 

YpVL will, novertheles.^, have to consider certain measures respecting the 
Administration of Justice, some amendments to the laws on Public Instruction and 
Agricalture/as well as a measure for the better protection of workmen in the 
payment of their labour and wages. 

The important work of Consolidating the Statutes has been commenced by a 
CommiBsion organised in accordance with the Act of last session. The power granted 
to this Commission of altering the language and the order of the Statutes, and of 
suggGsting amendments, allows it to draw up the laws in a regular and methodical 
form, and thereby to give to such Consolidation a permanent and lasting character 
which it would be impossible to obtain by simply revising the Statutes. It it 
within the attributes of this Commission to search out subjects which are within 
the competency of oar Legislature. This study, under the circumstancds, givea a 
more than usual importance to the work of the Commission. 

A Bill will be presented to you to extend the duration of the parliament of the 
Province and thus to decrease the frequency of elections and the expenditure 
oocasioned thereby. 

The large numbe^ of Private Bills to be submitted to you, isaproofof businesA- 

Srosperity and of the spirit of enterprise which reigns in our Province. Industry, 
Lannfactures and Navigation and Kail way Companies will, by this legiBlation, 
secore advantages which will be a source of gratification to all. 
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Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

The Public Aocoants of the past fiscal year, as well as a statement of the 
Receipts and Ezponditure for the current year, will be submitted to you. 

The estimates for the next fiscal year will also be placed before your House 
for approval. These estimates have been pi*epared with that regard to economy 
whicn is consistent with the efliciency of the public service. 

The Supplies necessary for the service of Her Majesty's government will be 
asked of you.

I have no doubt that yon will give to the consideration of these qaestioDB nXl 
the care which you have already displayed in the performance of your legislative 
duties.

That the legislation of last session is adequate to the needs of the public 
service, and that consequently, there will be few measures, of a public nature, 
submitted to us, this session. 

We are pleased to find the simultaneous establishment of so many things, 
calculated to contribute to the general prosperity of our country ; and itmust be 
a more agreable duty for Your Honor to enumerate, as you have done, that which 
the government has endeavored to accomplish for the good of all, than to propose 
innovations in our laws ; 

We will attentively examine the measures respecting the Administration of 
Justice, and the amendments to the laws on Public Instruction and Agriculture, 
together with the measure for the better protection of workmen in the payment of 
their labour and wages, to be submitted to us ; 

We learn with pleasure from Your Honor that the important work of 
Consolidating the Statutes has been commenced by a Commission organized in 
accordance with the Act of last session ; that the power granted to this Commission 
of altering the language and the order of the Statutes, and of suggesting amend- 
ments, will allow it to draw up the laws in a regular and methodical form, and 
thereby to give to such consolidation a permanent and lasting character which 
would be impossible to attain by a simple revision of the Statutes ; that it is within 
tlie attributes of this Commission to pass in review subjects which are within the 
competency of our legislature, and that this study, under the circumstances, will 
give a more than usual importance to the work of the Commission. 

The BUI to b3 presented to us to extend the duration of the Parliaments of the 
Province and thus to decrease the frequency of elections and the expenditure 
occasioned thereby, will have our serious attention ; 

With Y'our Honor, we see with pleasure in the large number of Private 
Bills to be submitted to us, a proof of business prosperity and of the spirit of 
enterprise which reigns in our Province; that industry, manufactures, navigation 
and railway companies will, by this legislation, secure advantages which will be 
a source of gratification to all ; 

We will carefully examine the Public Accounts of the past fiscal year, as 
well as the statement of the receipts and expenditure for the current year, to be 
submitted to us ; 

We learn, with satisfaction, that the estimates for the next fiscal year to be 
placed before our House for approval, have baen prepared with that regard to 
economy which is consistent with the efficiency of the public service ; 

We will with pleasure vote the Supplies necessary for the service of Her 
Majesty's Government, to be asked of us ; 

With Your Honor, we pray Divine Providence to bless our efforts and to 
crown our labors with success. 
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Tho 8aid Addrom being read a second time, was agreed to.

I have received, from a reliable source, information, the truth of which can 
be established by satisfactory evidence, that during the last Session of the Legis- 
lature of this Province, Acts, were passed authorizing the contracting of a new 
loan of eight hundred thousand pounds sterling and the establishment of a financial 
institution called the " Credit Foncier^ ''

" Credit Foncier Company," considerable sums of money have been placed at the 
disposal of some of the Members of this House and of the Government, and that a

The Honorable Mr. Ross moved, seconded bv the Honorable Mr. Marchandj 
and the Question being proposed, That Mr. Boss Member for the county of Quebec^ 
having declared from his seat that he had received, from a reliable source, 
information the truth of which can be established by satisfactory evidence, that 
during the last Sossion of the Legislature of this Province, Acts were passed 
authorizing the contracting of a new loan of eight hundred thousand pounds 
sterling and the establishment of a financial institution called the '' Credit 
Foncier." 

That this last Act confers special privileges and advantages upon a company : 

That, at a later period and in connection with the establishment of the said 
" Credit Foncier" Company, considerable sums of money have been placed at the 
disposal of some of the Members of the Government and that a certain portion of 
these sums was received by the Honorable E. T. Pdquet. Provincial-Secretary. 

That, in consequence, a Conunittee, composed or the Honorable Messieurs 
Church, beaubien, Irvine and Langelier and of Messieurs Shehyn, Gauthier and 
Robiliard, be named, with instructions to make inquiry into all the facts relative 
to the passing of the said two measures in so far as they are connected with the 
said sums of money ; with power to send for persons and papers,, and on the whole 
to report. 
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Mn Provincial-Secretary Pdquet rose in his place and made the following 
Statement: 

I deem it my duty to protest against the practice which, it seems, it is now 
sought to establish of interfering in the private affairs of Members of this House 
and of the Gouernment^ under the pretext of weighing and judging of their 
parliamentary or ministerial acts. Such a practice is of a nature to destroy that 
character of dignity and propriety which the House should always jealously 
preserve. 

In order to satisfy personal hatred and to endeavor to ruin political men in 
the opinion of the public, it is sought by this uncalledfor interference in private 
affairs, to create a feeling always easy to excite in those who are eager to listen 
to sensational rumors. 

In support of my protest, I appeal to all intelligent men who understand and 
appreciate the working of parliamentary institutions. 

I have already stated before this House that I defy my most inveterate 
Enemies to charge me, before this House and on their personal responsibilitv, the 
only one which has any weight, of any act which can detract from the honor 
and dignity of the position of a Member, with which I am invested. 

I added that, for several years. I had been working for the establishment of 
a " Gredit-Foncier '' intitsution, wliich would be a benefit to the whole Province, 
and that at the same time I have a right to make use of it, in my own interest. 

A Minister should not, any more than a Member, be deprived of the right of 
working for himself and his family and of making provision for the future* 

I stated and I still affirm that I have received nothing, and that nothing 
was offered me, either directly or indirectly, for the purpose of facilitating the 
passage of any measure whatsoever, within the jurisdiction of the Legislature of 
the Province of Quebec, 

I also stated that the Cr^dit-Foncier Company, of which I am a director, did 
not pay, either to myself or to any one else, any sum of money, except such 
emoluments as it pays its officers ; I am not one of its officers, ana I receive no 
emolument from the society, other than the director's fee, paid for each meeting 
of the board of management which I may attend. 

Still, under the protest which I have just made, and in oixier to remove any 
suspicion and any embarrassment from my colleagues, as well as from my friends, 
and to avoid all unnecessary loss of time and public money in idle discussion, 
on a subject which is not even within the jurisdiction of this House, I have no 
objection to state that the bankers who, contributed with me, to the formation of 
the Credit-Foncier, and who have derived the legitimate benefits arising from the 
success of this, undertaking in France, have allotted to the prom6tors, for their 
share of work in the undertaking, a certain sum out of these profits. 

I have accepted what was legitimately offered to me and what I considered 
legitimately due to me, for my share of work in the formation of this company. 

With this sum, I paid the heavy disbursements which I had made in connection 
with the undertaking, I paid the first instalment on my subscription to the capital 
stock of the company, and I will do what I think proper with the Balance remaining 
in my hands. 

The shares of the Gr^dit-Poncier, placed on the Paris Bourse to the amount 
of 25,000.000, francs, realised as much as 100 francs premium per share of 500 
francs. This was the result of an idea, of an undertaking, to which I had so largely 
contributed, to which I had given so much of my time and labor, and for which i 
had made such considerable pecuniary sacrifice as to justify me in the eyes of all 
honest men, in receiving a small share of these large profits. 

I appeal moreover to the testimony of the honorable men with whom 1 had 
transactions in France, in connection with the Gr6dit-Foncier. 
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I further declare that there was no connection between the negociation of the 
loan in France and the establishment of the Cr6dit-Foncier. The latter was nego- 
tiated and concluded, before there was any question of the loan ; and the syndicates 
of these two affairs are not the same. 

And a Debate arising thereupon ; 

On motion of the Honorable Mr. Chapleau^ seconded by Mr. Attorney General 
LorangeVy 

Ordered^ That the Debate be adjourned. 

Mr. Wurtde moved, seconded by Mr. Commissioner Ftynn^ and the Question 
being proposed. That that portion of the 51st Rule of the House which requires 
that in the case of any application for the passing of a Private Bill, a copy of such 
Bill, together with the sum of $100.00 be deposited in the hands of the Clerk of 
the Committee on Private Bills, within one week from the first publication of the 
notice in the Official Gazette^ be suspended for the present Session, and that all 
persons who have given notice and have not complied with this provision, be 
permitted to file their Bill and deposit the fee between this and the 18th instant, 
and that the Clerk of the House be instructed to give notice of this resolution in 
the Official Gazette. 

And objection being taken that this motion is not in order. 

Mr. Speaker ruled as follows : 

The House is all powerful and has the right to amend, alter, cancel or suspend 
its rules. 

It is for the majority of the House to decide whether Rule 51, should be 
amended, suspended or altered. 

The motion is in order because it is accompanied by the two days' notice 
required by the rules. 

Without such notice, the unanimous consent of the House would be necessary. 

The result of this motion, which will give a retroactive eflect to certain acts, 
may perhaps do a great deal of injury to third parties who considered themselves 
protected by Rule 51. 

But I am not called upon to consider either the merits or the result of the 
motion. T have only to decide whether, accompanied by the notice given, it is 
in order. 

I am of opinion that it is in order and that the House should take Jit into 
consideration. 

And the Questions being put, That that portion of the 5 1st Rule of the House 
which requires that in the case of any application for the passing of a Private 
Bill, a copy of such Bill, together with the sum of $100.00 ne deposited in the 
hands of the Clerk of the Committee on Private Bills, within one week from the 
first publication of the notice in the Official Gazette^ be suspended for the present 
Session, and that all persons who have given notice and have not complied with 
this provision, be permitted to file their Bill and deposit the fee between this and 
the 18th instant, and that the Clerk of the House be instructed to give notice of 
this resolution in the Official Gazette; 

It was resolved in the Afiirmative. 

The Bill to amend the Code of Civil Procednre bo as to secure more effeciiially 
the attendance of witnesses, was, according to Order, read a second time; and 
rtsierred to the Select Committee appointed to take into consideration the amend- 
nionta suggested to be made to the Code of Civil Procedure.

Ordered^ That there be laid before this House,-:— a list of all purchases and 
contracts to the amount of $600 . and over for railway supplies, roiling stpok, 
materials, &e., for the construction, &c., of the Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottatoa and Ocei- 
4/eiito^ Sailway from the Ist I^ovembor, 1819; the said Iftt to show in as many 
aeparate columns and according to date : 

The date ot the purchase or contract ; 

The names, titles and residences of the contractors; 

The nature and quality of the articles supplied ; 

The amount paid ; 

The names, titles and residences of the person or persons to whom the payment 
was made; 

Lastly, the date of payment. 

The House resumed the adjourned Debate upon the Question which was. 
yesterday proposed, That Mr. Ross, Member for the county of Quebec, hadng declared 
from his seat that he had received, from a reliable source, information the truth of 
which can be established by satisfactory evidence, that during the last Session of 
the Legislature of this Province, Acts were passed iiuthorizing the contracting of a 
new loan of eight hundred thousand pounds sterling, and the establishment of a 
financial intjtitution called the " Credit Poncier *'; 

That this last Act con fern special privileges and advantages upon a company; 

That, at a later period and in connection with the establishment of the said 
" Credit Foncior " Company, considerable sums of money have been placed at the 
disposal of some of the Members of the Government and that a certain portion of 
these sums was received by the Honorable E, T. Pdquet, Provincial-Secretary. 

That, in consequence, a Committee, composed of the Honorable Messieurs 
Church, Beauhien, L-vine and LangeUer and of Messieurs Shehyn, Oauthier and 
Bobillard, be named, with instructions to make inquiry into all the facts relative to 
the passing of the said two mea.sures in so far as they are connected with the said 
sums of money ; with power to send for j^ersons and papers, and on the whole to 
report. 

Mr. Speaker, under the provisions of the Act 31 Victoria, chap. 4, of the 
Statutes of Quebec, called upon Michel Maihieu, Esquire, Member for the Electoral 
District of BichelieUj to take the Chair during his temporary absence. 

Mr. Mathieu according took the Chair of the House.

Rule No. 19 might be more complete and more explicit, and in particular more 
in conformity with the practice invariably followed • and the House will perhaps 
allow me to suggest, that the rule should be referred to a Committee in order that 
it may be completed, so as to be more in accordance with the principle I have laid 
down and to parliamentary practice, which appears to me to be based on this 
principle.

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QUESTIONS PUT BY MEMBERS AND ANSWERS THERETO. 

By Mr. Gagnon, — ^The Court House and Gaol of Kamouraska ancj their furni- 
ture having been insured for the sum of $13,500 and the premium upon sucli 
insurance having been paid during fifteen years, why did the Government .accept, 
as settlement of its claim from the interested insurance companies, the sum of 
$7,667.69 which represents only about 56J o;o of the amount insui^ed? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Chaplrau ; 

After the burning of the CourUHouse and Gaol of the District of Kamouraska, 
the insurance companies and the Government each appointed, as is customary, an 
arbitrator to estimate the damages caused by the fire. The two at'bitrators 
appointed a third one. It was on the unanimous report of these three arbttratoi*H 
that the insurance companies paid and the Government accepted, the sum of 
$7,667.69. 

Of the burnt building there remain the greater part of the brick work, the 
cut stone, doors and iron gratings, cements, floors, and a portion of the masonry 
of the ground floor which were but little damaged. These added to the fundation 
walls drains, &c., which have not suffered nnv damage represent a considerable 
value, about $1,700 to $1,800. 

By Mr. Gagnon. — Did the Government hold an investigation to acquire into 
the origin of the fire by which the Court House and the Gaol of the District of 
Kamouraska was burnt down on the llth March last ; if so, what was the cause 
of the fire ; — and if not, why did they not hold such an investigation ? 

Reply of Mr. Attorney-General Lovamjcr ; 

The Government held no investigation ; the i*eport of the sheriff of this Dis- 
trict rendering such investigation unnecessary. 

By Mr. Gagnon. — What compensation, indemnity or rent, if any, did the Go- 
vernment receive from Mr. McGren^y^ contractor of the Eastern Section of the 
Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental Railway for the working of the said 
section, to the 15th January, 1880? (Answer of the Honorable the Premier, dated 
the 6th May instant), when he was obliged, and ready and had agreed to hand it 
over to the* Government on the 3rd November, 1879 1 (Answer to Address No. 18, 
3rd Session of the present Parliament.) 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Chapleau ; 
None. 

By Mr. Gagnon. — ^The Government having taken possession of the Eastern 
Section of the Quebec^ Montreal. Ottawa and Occidental Railway on the 15th 
January, 1880 (Answer of the Honorable Premier on the 6th May instant), and 
the statement annexed to the public accounts for 1879-80 giving an accounts of the 
receipts on this section only since the 1st March, 1880 ; who benefitted by the 
receipts of such section from the said 15th January, 1880 to the 1st March, 1880 ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr Chapleau ; 

These receipts were deposited in the Bank of Montreal at Quebec^ to the credit 
of the Honorable Treasurer of the Province to " Revenue account " as accruing 
from the working of this Railway. 
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By Mr. Murphy.-^Is it the intention of the Government to proceed with the 
building, or do they intend to allow the Comnany oi^anited during the last seMion 
lo build the Pointe Claire Junction railroad ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Chapleau ; 

The Government intends to build this Branch itself. 

By Mr. Boutin. — Did the Government hold an investigation to ascertain the 
cause of the fire at Hochelaga Station, on the Quebec^ Morareal^ Ottawa and Occi- 
dental Aailway ? If so, what was the cause of such fire ? If not, why did the 
Government not hold such an investigation ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Chapleau ; 

The usual investigations were made by the Insurance Companies and by the 
management of the Railway, and it has been proved that the fire was the result 
of an accident.

Reply of Mr. Solicitor-General Lpich ; 

It is not the intention of the Government to name at present such a person. 
The Company have been requested to settle the claims referred to, in the manner 
provided by law, and if they do not do so, the Government will lureafter deter- 
mine the action to be taken in the matter. 

By Mr. PrCfontainc, — Is it the intention of the Government to submit to the 
House during tlie present Session, a bill providing for the abolishing of toll-gates 
on roads under the control of the Turnpike Commissioners on the Island of 
Montreal ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Cliaplcau ; 
No. 

By Mr. Prifontainc, — Is it the intention of the Government to give, in future, 
special instructions to the Treasury employees with reference to the payment of 
returning-ojKicers' accounts, by causing cheques to be made out for the amount 
due to each person mentioned in the said returning officers' accounts ; the said 
cheques to bo made payable to the order of such persons respectively ? 
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Reply of Mr. Treasurer Robertson ; 

The Government docs not propose making any change in the mode of paying 
election expenses.

6. Resolved, That if, horoafler, any balance remains in any year of the Bull- 
ing and Jury Fund, such balance shall, after the payment of tne expenses autho- 
rized by law, go towards roini])ursing the corporation of the Town of Frasei^ville 
for the cost of buildin«j th} said G^nrt House and Gaol; and the interest accrued 
on the cost of such building, and the said balance shall be paid over to the said 
corporation at the expiration of each fiscal year by the Provincial Treasurer. 

7. Resolved, That when the transfer of' the chef-lieu shall have been effected 
in accordance with the Act to be based on the present Resolutions, the Lieutenant- 
Governor may, by an Order in Council, published in the Quebec Official Gazette^ 
order, within a delay to be in his discretion determined, the removal of all the 
records, registers, documents, archives, vouchers, and judicial proceedings of the 
Court sitting at the village of St. Louis de Kamouvaska to the new chef-lieu, in the 
Town of Fraserville^ in the County of Temiscouata ; and all judicial affairs connected 
with the present chef-lieu of the District of Kamouraska^ ?\\M., from and after the 
expiration of such delay, be transacted in the said Town of Fraserville 

8. Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the sheriff, prothonotary, clerk and 
other officers of the judicial District of Kamouraska, to effect the reriioval of the 
aforesaid documents within the delay prescribed by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Coimcil, under penalty of a fine of $500.00 and, iii default of payment, to an im- 
prisonment of six months. 
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9. Resolved^ That in the event of the neglect or refusal of such officers, to 
carry out the duties provided for in the preceding section, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council may authorize any other competent person to effect such removal ; 
and the costs and disbursements occasioned by such removal shall be paid by the 
Province. 

Mr. Attorney-General Loranger moved, seconded by Mr. Provincial-Secretary 
Pdquetj and the Question being proposed, That leave bo given to bring in a Bill 
based upon the aforesaid Bosolutions; 

And objection being taken that the said Hesolutions should bo read a second 
time, before a Bill bused upon the same can be brought in ; 

Mr. Speaker ruled as followeth : 

There is no doubt that Resolution reported by the Committee of the Whole 
House, must be read twice before the Houss can accept them, and before a Bill 
based upon such Sesolutions can be introduced. 

The first reading of such Hesolutions is made by the Clerk of the House, without 
any motion to that effect being made ; it is a pure formality. 

But the Second Beading can be made only on a motion, and such motion as all 
other motions may be di^cus^ed and a^nended. 

Thus : Each of the Besolutions may be amended, disagreed to, adjourned or re- 
committed. The motion for the Second Beading of the Besolutions may be made 
immediately after their first rending; and in this ca«e, the proceedings of the House,, 
on the adoption of the usual Besolutions reported by the Committee of the Whole,, 
are similar to those followed for the adoption of Besolutions reported by the Com- 
mitiees of Supply and of Ways and Mean?. 

I believe this to be the true doctrine and the practice followed in England; and 
which should be followed here. 

May. Edit. 1873 at pages 392, 393 and 611 clearly establishes in my opinion 
the practice I have just indicated. 

For these reasons I declare : 

10. That the motion tointroiuco the Bill based upon the Besolutions is prema- 
ture, that it can be made only after the second reading of the Basoliiiion:^, and that 
in consequence, the first point of the question of oiiler is woll founded. 

2o. That the second reading of the Besolutions may take place now, and that it 
is in order to ask it to take place. 

The said Besolutions were accordingly read a second time and agreed to, 

And the Question being ngain proposed, That leave be given to bring in a Bill 
based upon the said Besolutions. 

And objection being taken, that the Bill which it is proposed to bring in having 
no title, is not in accordance with the 39th Bule of this House. 

Mr. Speaker ruled as followeth : 

I am of opinion that the motion which is made asking permission to introduce 
a Bill based upon the Besolutions, which have just been adopted, is sufficient to 
be in accordance with the spirit of Bule 39. 

And objection being again taken that no notice was given of the introduction 
of such Bill. 

Mr. Speaker ruled as followeth : 

I am of opinion that rule 3i cannot be applied here. 

It is not necessary, in the case under our consideration, that notice should be 
given two days before introducing the Bill. 

The notice of the Besolutions, the Besolutions, and the delate upon such 
Besolutions constitute a sufficient notice, and I rule that the motion is in order, and 
the Bill regularly introduced.

Mr. Speaker (upon the objection taken yesterday, that this House cannot pro- 
<^eed to consider the Bill to change the Chef-lieu of the Judicial District of Kamou- 
raska bee use the Resolutions upon which it is based were not presented to the 
House with a written Message from His Honor the Lieutenant Governor declaring 
that he had considered and approved of the sumo) ruled as follows : 

The House of Assembly cannot adopt any Resolution^ Address or Bill for the 
appropriation of any part of the Public Revenues or of any tax or impost unless 
they have been previously recommended by a Message from the representative of 
the Sovereign, Clause 54 of the Constitution (British North America Act 1867) 
establishes this principle. 

What I have now to decide, is whether this recommendation of the Sovereign 
should always be made by a Message under the sign manual, or whether there 
are cases in which a simple declaration of a Minister is sufficient. 

The Sovereign declares his will to the House in three ways : 

1. When he summons both Houses and addresses them ; 

2. By Message, under the sign manual and read to the House by the Speaker ; 

3. By the verbal declaration of one of his Ministers. 
I have to notice now, onlv the two latter cases. 

The Sovereign declares his will by a Message under the sing manual only, 
on subjects of great importance, as the Supplies, the imposition of new taxes, or 
loans of money, &.c. ; such Messages are considered as additions to the Speech from 
the Throne at the opening of the Session. 

This question is treated by May, Edit, of 18C3 at pages 42(3 and 427, where he 
says : 

•' The subjects of such messages are usually communicated in regard to im- 
portant public events which require the attention of Parliament as the preroga- 
tives of property of the Crown, provision for the Royal family, and various matters 
in which the Executive seeks for pecuniary aid from Parliament." 

As to the other cases of lesser importance where, nervertheless, the recom- 
mendation or consent of the Sovereing is required, it is not necessary that it 
should be transmitted to the House by a Message under the sign manual ; the 
simple declaration of a Minister is sufficient. 

The Minister in his seat declares that the Sovereign, having been informed of 
the subject matter of the Resolution or the Bill, as the case may be, directs 
him to declare that he has recommended it to the consideration of the House. 

The recommendation of the Sovereign and his consent are transmitted to the 
House in the same manner. 
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On page 429 May adds : 

'' The other modes of communicating with Parliament are by the " Royal 
pleasure," ''recommendation," or'' consent" being signified. 

" The Royal recommendation is signified to the Commons by a Minister of 
the Crown, on receiving Petitions and Motions, for the introduction of Bills, or on 
the offer of other motions involving any public expenditure, or grant of money 
not included in the annual estimates, &c. 

Thus we see that, in these latter cases, the declaration of a Minister is suffi- 
cient, and that it is not necessary that the recommendation of the Sovereign be 
transmitted to the House by a Message under the sign manual. 

I have said that the recommendation of the Sovereign or his consent to a Bill 
are laid before the House in the same manner, but I should add that there is a 
distinction to be made, as to when the one or the other should be laid before the 
House. The recommendation of the Sovereign should be transmitted to the House 
on the introduction of a Resolution or of a Bill, having as its object the appropria- 
tion of a portion of the public revenues, whereas the consent of the Sovereign 
may be transmitted to the House at any stage of the proceedings even at the third 
reading of a Bill. Vide May, page 430. 

I should state that tlie practice, observed by the House of Commons in 
England and that followed at Ottawa, are perfectly in accordance with the theory 
which I have just shown, to wit : that in ordinary cases the declaration of a 
Minister is sufficient. 

In the votes and proceedings of the House of Commons in England, the 
declaration of a Minister is entered in these texms : " Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, by Her Majesty's command, acquainted the House ; That Her Majesty, 
having been informed of the subject matter of this motion, recommends it to the 
consideration of the House."—" Ordered, That leave be given to introduce the 
Bill." Vide: 101 Com. J, p. G15.— lb. 104, p. 412.— lb. 98, p. 167.— lb. 98, p. 
287.— lb. 99, p. 309. 

The practice is the same at Ottawa and is that which we should follow here. 

I rule that the declaration made by Mr. Attorney-General is in perfect con- 
formity with the doctrine and practice of Parliament which I have indicated ; 
that it is sufficient to stale that the Lieutenant-Governor recommends the intro- 
duction of a Bill to change the Chef-lien of the Judicial District of Kamouraska^ 
and that the question of order is not well founded. 

This is the interpretation which I give to clause 53 of our Constitution. (The 
British North America Act, 18G7.) 

And objection being again taken to the second reading of this Bill, because 
the Government has inserted therein provi.sions which relate to Private Bills and 
should fall under the bli^t Rule of this House, and that notice thereof should have 
been given in the public novvspupcrs, and the other formalities respecting Private 
Bills complied with. 

Mr. Speaker stated to the House that ho will defer giving his decision until to- 
morrow.

lie accordingly presented the said Bill to the House, and the same was received 
and read for the first time ; and ordered to be read a second time, on Friday next. 

Mr. Speaker (upon the objection taken yesterday, to the second reading of tho 
Bill to change the Chef-lieu of the Judicial District of Kamouraska, because the 
Government has inserted therein provisions which relate to Private Bills and should 
fall onder the 51st Rule of this House, and that notice thereof should have been 
given in the public newspapers, and the other formalities respecting Private Bills 
complied witn) ruled as follows : 

In support of the question of Order which is now raised, it is contended that, 
the Bill is a hybrid Bill, as is is called in England^ because not only is it of public 
interest, but it is also of a nature to affect the individual interests of the munici- 
pality of Frasemlle ; and in support of this argument. Rule 51 of this House is 
quoted, which says, amongst other things, that any Bill for the levying of any local 
assessment^ shall require a public notice, in the Offtcial Gazette and in a newspaper 
of the District, clearly specifying the nature and object of the application. 

If the Bill which is nowbefore the House, authorized the Corporation of 
Fcaserville to tax the rate-pay ors of the municipality, in order to pay for the 
building of the Court House, the question of order could undoubtedly be raised ; 
the Bill would be a hybrid one, which would require the publishing of a notice 
such as I Ixave first mentioned, and I should hold that Rule 51 was opposed to it. 

But, after having carefully examined the Bill as submitted to the House, I 
find no clause in it which confers upon the Corporation oi Fraservillc the power of 
taxing the rate-payers, in order to pay for the building of the Court House. 

In order that the Corporation should have such a right, it would require to 
be conferred upon it in a special and formal manner. I should sav, that for the 
moment, it is not my duty to consider what powers are given to the Corporation 
by its charter. I have only before me the Bill as submitted to the House ; and I 
find nothing in the Bill giving such a right to the Corporation of Fraserville. 

On the contrary, I find that all the provisions are optional and conditional. 

The preamble of the Bill says, that tne Corporation offers to erect the building 
at its own expense. 

Section 1, says : That so soon as the Corporation of the Town of Fraserville 
shall have built the Court House, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, by 
proclamation abolish the Chef-lieu of the District of Kamouraeka and transfer the 
same to Fraserville, 

8 
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Section 2, says : Such Court House and Gaol shall be built at the expense of 
the Corporation of the Town of Fraserville^ and shall be completed within two 
years from the passing of this Act. 

This is, in a few words, a synopsis of the Bill. 

Do we find anything in the preamble and in sections 1 and 2, which I have 
just quoted, which confers upon the Corporation the special, express and formal 
right to tax the rate-payers ? Assuredly not. 

The whole resolves itself into this : So soon as the Corporation of FraterviUe^ 
which offere to erect the building, shall have completed the same, within two 
years from the passing of this Act, the Government will then change the CIief4ieu 
of the Judicial District. 

Evidently, all this is optional and conditional, and section 2 only repeats the 
proposition and the condition set forth in the preanible and in section I. So much 
So, that if the Corporation were to pass a by-law to levv a tax, in virtue of the 
present Bill, such a by-law would be altogether null and void. Such is my 
opinion. 

For these reasons, it is impossible for me to find that the Bill has the object 
of authorizing the levying of a local assessment which would require the Bill to 
be preceded by the notices prescribed by Rule 51 which is quoted. 

I cannot set up this Rule in opposition to it, and I declare the question of order 
which is raised, to be untenable. 

The Honorable Mr. Mercier moved, secondod by tbo Honornblo Nfr. Zangeliery 
and the Qaestion being proposed, That tbo Resolution of the Catholic Committee 
of the Coanci) of Public iDstruction passed on the 18ih instant, recommending the 
passing of the Bill relating to the establishment of Professorships in the Province of 
Quebec by the Laval University, transmitted to this House and read bj Mr. Speaker 
this day, be inserted in the Voies of Proceedings of this House. 

Mr. Attorney-General Loranger moved in amendment, seconded by Mr. Solicitor- 
General Lynch, That all the words after " That '* to the end of the Question be left 
out, and the words " the Resolution of the Catholic Committee of Public Instructijn 
be referred to the Committee on Private Bills," inst^rtod instead thereof. 

And objection being taken that this amendment is not in order, — Mr. Sp?aker 
ruled that it is not in order.

resulting from the bidding, reduced as aforesaid by the action of the said Georgi 
Irvine.

The Honorable Mr. Irvine, Member for the Electoral District of Megantic, rose 
in his place and made the following declaration : 

The Member for Joliette at the last sitting of the House made an accusation 
against me which he delivered in the form of a statement from his seat in the 
Btouse. The charges contained in this " statement " are so evidently frivolous 
that I would not have considered them deserving of notice if the House had not, 
by allowing them to be placed on the Journals, imposed on me the duty of 
answering them. 

I shall do this by giving, in as few words as possible, an exact statement of 
the facts connected with the recent sale of the Levis and Kennebec Railway. 

I had been acting, for more than four years previous to the sale, as legal 
adviser to certain of the English bondholders of this company. My instructions 
were received through their London Solicitors, and also tnrough their repre- 
sentative in Quebec^ Mr. W. G. Wyatt^ who is himself a large holder of Bonds. 
After a long litigation of ail exceedingly tedious and irritating character, and 
to which it is not necessary now further to advert, the road came into the 
|)Osse8sion of my clients, about a year since, through a board of directors chosen 
m their interests. 

The Company had, in the meantime contracted debts, and the road had been 
allowed to fall into a condition which required a large outlay for repairs. — A 
Judgment for about $5,000.00 had been obtained by the Wason Manufacturing 
Company, who had transferred their claim to Mr. Louis Adelard Senecal, who was 
pressing for pa^inent and had advertized the road for sale by the Sheriff. 

Under these circumstances, my clients decided that it was in their interest to 
allow the road to be sold, and, in contemplation of the sale and of the intended 
purchase of it by the Quebec Central Railway Company, they entered into an 
arrangement with that company, by which it was agreed that the bonds held by 
them should be exchanged for paid up stock in the Quebec Central Company, who 
^vould thus, as holding the first mortgage claims on the road, be in a favorable 
position to become the purchasers at the sheriff's sale. This arrangement being 
made, my clients ceased to have any interest in the amount for which the road 
would be sold. 
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On the morning of the sale (22nd March, 1881) I went to the Parish Church 
of Notre-Dame de Uvis^ where it was to take place, in company with Mr. Wyatt 
and Mr. James B. Woodward^ the representative of the Outhcc Central Railway 
Company, at their request. I had then reasons to believe, from information 
whicli I*had received, that the road would be sold for a nominal sum and my 
reason for attending the sale was to see to the effectual carrying out of the arrange- 
ment which my clients had made, and to aid Mr. Wyatt and Mr. Woodward with 
my advice and assistance, if they should require it. 

There were a great number of pei'sons at the sale, and before it commenced 
I saw Mr. Benjamin^ advocate, of Montreal^ and a gentleman with him, whom I 
did not know, but who, as I was afterwards informed, was Mr, Cowan^ of the 
firm of MacDougall k Co,, of Montreal^ who were creditors of the former con- 
tractors of the road for about $5,000.00 for Railway Material, then actually in use 
on the road. I had some conversation with Mr, Benjamin before the sale com- 
menced, which I do not particularly remember, and which I did not suppose 
was of any importance, but in which I have no doubt I told him that my clients, 
as first mortgage Bondholders, were in a better position to buy the road than any 
one else. Shortly after the bidding had commenced, Mr. '^Woodward and Mr. 
Coican became the only bidders, and when it had reached $190,000. I asked Mr. 
Benjamin^ at Mr, Woodward's request, what his object was; whetner he really 
wished to buy the road ? He answered " We mean to get paid our debt either by 
buying the road or in " some other way." I said : '^ Wnat will you take for 
your claim T " He said : " $2,000." I turned to Mr. Woodward and repeated this 
conversation. He said : " I will give him " $1,000 for a transfer of liis claim." 
On my communicating this to Mr. Benjamin^ he consulted with his client and 
then agreed to take that amount. He then stopped bidding, and the road was 
adjudged for $192,000 to Mr. Woodward^ who within the time required by law, 
declared that he purchased it on behalf of the Quebec Central Railway Company, 
and the adjudication paper was afterwards signed by the Honorable /. G. Bobertson 
(who had not been present at the sale) as president of the Company. 

In the course of the same day they met Mr. Woodward in my office. I drew 
up a transfer of their claim in his favor, which Mr. Cowan signed^ and Mr. Wood- 
ward handed the $1000 to him in my preselice. This is the whole transaction, as 
far as I know. 

In what took place, I had no personal interest whatever, even the most 
remote. I only acted as I considered best for the interest of my clients, and so as 
to carry out most effectually their wishes. Other creditors, no doubt, looked after 
their own interests ; if they did not, they had every opportunity of doing so. If 
they had confided them to me, I slioula have cared for them ; as they did not, 
they did not concern me. I am not aware that it was any part of my duty to 
increase the Government's percentage at the expense of my clients. I certainly 
repudiate any such obligation, and with reference to this, I may add that if the 
arrangement between my clients and the Quebec Central Company had not been 
made, the Quebec Central would not have been in a position to bid for the Road, 
and the result shews that in that case it would have been sold for a small sum. 

I am prepared to maintain, either in this House or before the Courts, that 
the circumstances attending this sale were perfectly legal, fair and straightfor- 
ward. 

I do not quite understand what it meant by the referonce to my action, as a 
member of the Railway Committee on the Quebec Central Bill. 

I have no interest directly or indirectly in the passage of this Bill, and I pro- 
pose to perform my duty as a Member of this House respecting it. 

In concluding'this statement I beg, with all respect for this House, but at the 
same time, most energetically, to protest against the manner in which this accu- 
sation was allowed to te made and placed on the Journals of the House. The 
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Member for Joliette selected a time when he know that I was absent in Montreal^ 
discharging professional duties on behalf of a well known and respected Member 
of this House, and at the last moment before an ajournment for a week. It is 
impossible to avoid the conclusion that this was done for the purpose of causing 
the charge to remain for several days before the House and the public, without 
an answer. 

I do not for a moment pretend that the course taken by the Member has 
caused me any injury. The frivolous nature of the charges in connection with 
the circumstances under which they were presented sufficiently answers them,, 
and I hope I may claim, without being exposed to the charge of inordinate vanity, 
that in my long professional and public career I have established a character 
which cannot be affected by a political manoeuvre of this kind ; but if a proceeding 
such as this is allowed to become a precedent, it is evident that it might be made 
use of to cause almost irreparable injury to a public man before he could have 
an opportunity of giving an explanation. 

1 leave the matter in the hands of the House, confidently believing that a 
large majority of members will not allow any party feelings to influence the 
feelings of justice, with which they will be disposed to treat it.

order to prevent the sale of the said road from attaining a higher price. 

That, in consequence thereof, the said Robert Cowanihen present, did cease to 
bid, after having offered one hundred and ninety-one thousand dollars ($191,000). 

That the Levis and Kennebec Railway was worth more than that amount and 
that, in fact, the sum of one hundred and ninety-one thousand dollars, does not 
even represent the subsidy which the Government has paid to the said con\pany.

— Does the Government intend to remit the interest due on 
their lots, to the settlers of Belkchasse County, who will pay the capital ? 

Reply of Mr. Commissioner /Ii/n/i, 

This question is at present under the consideration of the Government. 



The Honorable Mr. Mercier moved, seconded by the Honorable Mr. LangeUer^ and 
the Question being proposed, That the»tateoftho Provincial finances demands the 
speeini attention of all the Members of this Legislature ; and, that it is the duty of 
each of them to work patriotically and energetically towards improving the oondi- 
tion of oar provincial economy, in order to avoid the deficits which have oontinoed 
to occur since 1875, and to avoid the imposition of new taxes, if it be yet possible ; 

That, in order to attain so desirable a result, the Members of this Legislatare 
must endeavoar, by all the constitutional means at their disposal, to simplify the 
machinery of our Provincial administration, which is too complicated, and which is 
neithernecessary for the requirements, nor allowed by the resources of this Pro^ 
▼ince. 
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That it is possible, without atTecting the stability of the institutions which we de- 
sire to preserve intact, and that it is necessary in order to prevent the financial catas- 
trophe which treatens u^, to prudently modify our Provincial constitution and 
remove all machinery which is not strictly indispensable to its proper working, and, 
amongst others, the Honorable the Legislative Council and a certain number of 
departments and pnblic employees. 

That a Committee be appointed, composed of eleven Members of the House, to 
act jointly with that which the Honorable the Legislative Council is requested to 
appoint ; with inntructions to study, calmly and patriotically, the situation of the 
country* to seek conscientiously and without party spirit, the remedies to be applied 
and the reforms to be effected, in oixler to put an end to the deficits and avoid new 
taz)s; and to report within the shortest possible delay to both Houses, in order 
to aMow, if necessary, special legislation during the present Session \ with power to 
send for persons and papers. 

That the Hoiioraoie Messrs. Chapleau, Loranger, BobertMn, Lipich, Joly^ hvine, 
Langelier, Mercier, and Messrs. Racicot, Mathieu and Prefontaine do represent thia 
House on the said Committee. 

That this Eesolution be transmitted to the Honorable the Legislative Council, 
imd that the Members of that Honorable House be requested to give their most 
serious attention to and their concurrence in this important question. 

And a Debate arising thereupon.

By Mr. Deschenes. — ^The former Company organized to construct the Railway 
from Woodstock to RivierC'diir-Lovp^ in the County of Temiscouata^ having been 
disolved, because it had not fulfilled the obligations imposed upon it by its charter, 
would the Government be disposed to grant to the new Company (incorporated 
for the same object by a charter granted by the Federal Government at its last 
session), a grant of land or money, as the preceding Governments had promise to 
the form(U' Company, if the new Company undertakes to build the road in the 
County of Temiscouata^ in order to aid Colonization in that part of the Province ? 
If so, will the Government receive a deputation from the n'nv Company in order 
to come to an understanding on the subject ? 
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And objection being taken by Mr. Gafnon^ member for the Electoral District 
of Kamouraska^ that this Question is not m order, because it contains a statement 
of facts which is in contravention of the 29th Rule of this House.

But in reporting the latter Bill, Your Committee desire to call the attention 
rf Your Honorable House, to a practice which they consider should be stopped; it 
i» the custom which towns have, of inserting in their Acts of incorporation or the 
amendments which they ask to their Charter, either, powers which are alreadv 
provided for by the Town Corporations General Clauses Act, or provisions whico 
^'rogate from the Sections of that Act. 

In the former case, this unnecessarily increases the volume of the Statute 
Book, and in the latter, it creates a diversity in jurisprudence precisely where 
there should be uniformity. Any derogation from this uniformity which the 
L&gislature has sought to establish by the Town Coi^porations General Clauses 
Act, should only be granted for very grave or special reasons ; but Your Committee 
think that in the majority of cases, such derogation is asked, in order to gratify 
what may be called a caprice. Your Committee call the attention of Your 
Honorable House to this point, and take the liberty of recommending that, in 
future, in order to establish uniformity as much as possible, the provisions of the 
Town Corporations General Clauses Act should be applied to every town seeking 
Jbr incorporation, or for amendments to its charter ; and to allow derogations 
ttierefrom only for reasons of local interest arising from exceptional circumstances. 

Your Committee recommend that the Clerk of Private Bills be authorized to pay 
Id the Chiefs of the French and English Translators for distribution, the amounts 
l^id by the promoters of Private Bills for translating and correcting the proofs of 
uttch Bills^ less five per cent which he shall retain, and which shall be allowed 
lliiD as a gratuity. 

Before concluding its work, Your Committee wish to acknowledge the 
leal and attention displayed by the Clerk of Private Bills and his Assistant in 
Ihe performance of the duties of their oflfice. 

Your Conmiittce beg leave to recommend that the delay for receiving Reports 
cm Private Bills, be extended to thp 20th instant inclusively.

Dr. Giard has not been pensioned ; ne has received leave of absence for six 
months, on account of ill-health.

and more especially any by-law or Statute concerning games or gambling, or the 
sale of intoxicating drinks, and may proceed against such person before the pi-oper 
tribunal. 

5. This Act shall come into force on the day of its sanction.

On this motion there may be a debate and an adjourn- 
saent of the debate; but from the moment that the House has pronounced in the 
affirmative, that is to say that the motion is advisable, there can be neither 
amendment nor debate. 

At this place of proceeding, a motion to adjourn the debate, or even a motion 
to adjourn the House would be out of order, t>ecause at that moment the House 
v^uld have decided that the question be now put to the vote. It is the Hetisb 
which requires thsit there be no other question. 
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To make my idea better understood, 1 do not think I can do better than to 
quote May^ page 266, edition of 1863 : 

** If the previous question be i>ut and resolved in the afjirmati/oe^ no words can 
be added to or taken from the main question by amendment ; nor is any further 
debate allowed or motion for adjournment before the question is put^ as t)ie 
House have resolved ^^ that the question be now put" and it must accordingly be 
put at once to the voto. " 

' The House has not yet resolved in the affirmative the question that Uie mo- 
tion be now put to the vote. There is a debate on this motion and in virtue of the 
principles I have above stated^ the motion to adjourn the debate is in order.

'- the Whole House to consider of certain proposed Besolutions respecting tho 
" Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental Railway, and tho ratification of certain 
" agreements in connection therewith, " be now received ; and which amendment 
was, that all the words after: << That " to the end of the Question be left out, and the 
words : " The said Besolutions bo rc-committcd toaCommittee of tho Whole House, 
" with instructions to amend the same by inserting the following clause after 
" clause 16 : — 
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^ That all arrangements made for the parpose of assuring to the Quebec, 
'< Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental Bail way the tranbhipment of freight and passen- 
^' gers and the reciprocal righi of running on all other lines of Railway connecting 
«* directJy or indirectly with the Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental Railway, 
<< shall be submitted to the Legislature at its next Session, for its sanction, when- 
<< ever such arrangements cover a period longer than twelve months, " inserted 
instead thereof. 

And the Question on the amendment being again proposed ; 

Mr. Champagne moved in amendment to the said proposed amendment, se- 
conded by Mr. LeCavalier^ That the words : '• the said Resolutions be re-com- 
" mitted to a Committee of the Whole House with instructions to amend the same 
" by inserting the following clause after clause 16 : 

" That all arrangements made for the purpose of assuring to the Quebec^ 
" Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental Railway the transhipment of freight and passen- 
" gers and the reciprocal right of running on all other lines of Railway connect- 
" ing directly or indirectly with the Quebec, Montreal, Ottaxoa and Occidental Rail- 
" way, shall be submitted to the Legislature at its next Session, for its sanction, 
" whenever such arrangements cover a period longer them twelve months " be 
left out, and the words : " And this House declares that it is confident that the 
" Government, in accordance with the declaration it has made in the House, will

And objection being taken that this amendment is not in order inasmuch as 
it does not contain a proposition which emanates from the main motion. 

Mr. Speaker ruled, as follows : 

The House has four menus at its disposal for avoiding a question. 1o. By 
Adjourning the House. 2o. By a motion " that the Orders of the Day be read." 
4Jo. By moving the previous (luestion. And 4o. By an amendment of the nature of 
that now proposed, and whicn asks that all the words of the main amendment be 
struck oiU and replaced by the following; those which are in the amendment to the 
amendment The object of such amendments is to prevent the House from ex- 
pressing its opinion on the main question. It may be asked that to the words o^ 
the main motion there be substituted words which are totally different, and 
which have not even any relation to the main question. This subject is thoroughly 
entered into by May, on page 268, edition of 1863, where he says : •' The general 
^' practice in regard to amendments will be explained iu the next chapter ; but 
" here, such amendments only will be mentioned as are intended to evade an ex- 
*' pression of opinion upon the main question, by entirely altering its meaning 
^* and object. 

" This may be effected by moving tlie omission of all the words of the ques- 
^' tion after the word " that '' at the beginning and by the substitution of other 
'' words of a different import. 

" If this amendment be agreed to by the House, it is clear that no opinion is 
'^ expressed directly upon the main question, because it is determined that the 
" original words ' shall not stand part of the question ; * and the sense of the 
^' House is afterwards taken directly upon the substituted words, or practically 
" upon a new question.'' 

The question in order \j'as improperly raised, and I declare the amendment 
to the amendment in order.

3, on one part; the South Eastern Railway Company, a body politic and 
corporate, represented at the said deed by its president and managing director, the 
Honorable Bradley Barlo\i\ of St, Albans^ of the State of Vermont^ by his secretary 
and treasurer, C. B. Cho/fee^ Esq., on the second part ; and the Compagnie de Glace 
d'Hochelaga and Longueuil, a body politic and corporate, represented at the said 
deed by its president, Joseph Simardy Esq., and its secretary, Lemoyne Martignyy of the 
third part ; the said Commissioner of Public Works has bound the Province for 
the space of nine years to use this Company, and this to the exclusion of any other 
Company, for transporting the cars of the Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental 
Railway from one snore to the other of the River St. Lawrence^ and at the price of 
$2.50 for every car taken from one side to the other. 

2o. — That by another deed passed before Mtre Charlebois the 1st De- 
cember, 1880, the same parties acting es-qualites have made an arrange- 
ment for the space of nine years, for the regulating and exchanging all the traffic 
of the said railways respectively, and for the transport of the traffic by these lines 
and fol* the distribution and division of pay, and rates and charges relating to the 
traffic. 
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In virtue of the said Act 41-42 VicL^ chap. 3, which is invoked as sole authority 
upon which he was acting, the Honorable Commissioner of Public Works had 
no other powers but those conferred upon the Commissioners of the Quebec^ 
Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental Railway by the Act of this Province, 39 Ktci., 
chap. 2 ; that the said Commissioners had not the power of making the aforesaid 
agreements ; that they could make the agreements for traffic stipulated in the 
last mentioned contract only with the Canada Central Railway and the Pacific 
Railway, and that such agreements nevertheless were not to be binding unless 
they were sanctioned bv this Legislature, as the whole is enacted by section 22 of 
the said Act 39 Ktcr., chap. 2. 

That it is necessary that the powers of the said Commissioner of Public 
Works with respect to such agreements, should be clearly defined. That under 
these circumstances, the House regrets that such agreements should have been 
made by the Government without having been previously submitted to this 
Legislature."

It has not yet received the Report of what the 
Committee of Supply has done. 

I hold that the people have a right to make known their grievances through 
their representatives: tst when the motion is made that the House do resolve itself 
into Committee of Supply, 2nd on receiving the Report of the Committee. 

Parliamentary practice in both those cases allows a great latitude and permits 
the making of all kinds of amendments. It is as it were the extending of the 
ordinary rule of which I have spoken above. See May, page 593, Edition 1873. 

It would be a very different thing had the House already received the Report 
of the Committee of Supply, and that it was a question of the 2nd reading of the 
Resolution reported by the Committee. In such case the amendment should be 
immediately relevant to the motion and relate thereto. 

Here I refer to May, pages 61 1 and 612, Edition of 1873. At the foot of page 
611, he says : '' When the Report is received, the Resolutions are read a first time, 

" without a question and a second time upon question put from the Chair 

" Any amendment, relevant to the subject matter, may be proposed to the question 
" for reading Resolutions a second time, ^c. 

'' Any debate at this time, should be relevant to the particular resolution.'' 

'' Thus we see that this rule applies only to the amendment made to the motion 
for the second reading of the resolution. 

For these reasons I declare the first part of the question of order improperly 
raised. 

Now, starting from the principle of which I have spoken that at this stage of 
the proceedings, that is to say, when the motion for receiving the Report is made, 
any grievance can then be brought up against the administration, and Parlia- 
mentary practice allows so much latitude to members that they can move all 
kinds of amendments. I do not find the last two parts of the question of order 
well founded. 

I declare the question of order improperly raised. 

On motion of Mr. Wiirtele, seconded by Mr. Tarte^ 

Ordered, That leave be granted to the Petitioners to withdraw the Bill to incor- 
porate the Montreal Transfer Conipan}', and that the Fee of $100 paid thereon be 
remitted to them, less the costs of translating and printing. 

The House, accoixling to Order, resolved itself into a Committee on the Bill 
to incorporate the Silver rhime Mining Company ; and after some time spent therein, 
Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair; and Mr. Champagne reported, That the Com- 
mittee had made some progress, and directed him to move for leave to sit again. 

Ordered, That the Committee have leave to sit again, on Monday next. 
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The Hou;«6 rcsamed the adjoarned Debate upon the QneAtioii which was, on 
Tharsday, the 9th instant, pi-opoaed that the state of the Provincial fioances 
demands the special attention of all tho Members of this Logislatare; and that, it is 
duty of each of them to work patriotically and energetically towards improving the 
condition of our provincial economy, in oi*der to avoid the deficits which have 
continued to occur since 1875, and to avoid the imposition of new taxes, if it be yet 
possible ; 

That, in order to attain so desirable a result, tho ^lembars of this L3gi8lature 
must endeavour, by all the constitutional m^an^ at their dispDnal, to simplify the 
machinery of our Provincial administration, which is too complicated, and which 
is neither necessary for tho reqiiramonts, nor allowed by the reiources of this 
Province. 

That it is possible, without affecting the stability of the institutions which we 
•desire to preserve inUict, and that it is necessary in order to prevent the financial 
catastrophe wh'ch threatens us, to prudently modify our Provincial constitution and 
remove all machinery which i^ not strictly indispensable to its proper working, and, 
jimong.st others, the Honorable the L3gislative Council, and a certain number of 
Departments and Public Employees. 

That the committee be appointed, composed of eleven members of the House to 
•act jointly with that which tno Honorable tho Lagislative Council is requested to 
appoint; with instruction to study, calmly and patriotically, the situation of the 
country, to seek conscientiously and without party spirit, the remedies to be applied 
and the reforms to bo effected, in order to put an end t) the deficit and avoid new 
taxes; and to report within the shortest possible delay to both Houses, in order to 
allow, if necessary, special legislation during the present Session; with power to 
send for persons and papei*s. 

That the Honorable Messrs, Ckapleauy Loranger, Robertson, Lynch, Joly, 
Irvine, Langelier, Mercier, and Messrs. Ricicot, Mathieu and Prifontaine do repre- 
sent this House on the said Commitce. 

That this Resolution be transmitted to the Honorable the Legislative Council, 
and that the ALembers of that Honorable House be requested to give their most 
serious attention to and their concurrence in this important question. 

Mr. Mathieu moved, seconded by Mr. Taillon, and the previous question being 
put. That that question be now put; the House divided ; and it passed in the Nega- 
tive. 

And then the House adjourned till monday next.

That, in virtne of the Order of this House, it has taken into consideration the 
different Bills respecting the reform in the Code of Civil Procedure, and that before 
expressing an opinion ppon the merits of the proposed amendments, it has ordered 
them to be printed and distributed, in order to obtain the opinions of the Judges 
and members of the profession, upon the merits of those amondmeuts, and upon the 
advisability of adopting them. 

That, 3'our Committee are of opinion, that the proposed Bill which accompanies 
this Beport, and which contains these amendments, bhould be submitted to your 
Honorable House. 

Nevertheless, as these amendments suggested by this Bill call for further 
amendments, and that iu fact a complete consolidation of the Code of Civil Procedure 
has become necessary, Tour Committee are likewise of opinion that the Bill in 
question, should not l>o submitted to the deliberation of this House, this Session, 
but that the amendments which it contains should be referred to the Honorable 
T- J, J. LorangeTf Commissioner for the Consolidation of the Statutes of this Province, 
with instructions to include them in the draft of the complete consolidation of the

The Order of the Day for the House in Committee on the Bill to annex a 
portion of the Parish of St, CaUxtey and another parcel of land which is not yet 
erected civilly, to the Parish of St, 2'heodore, in the Count}' of Montcalm, being read ; 

Mr. Magnan moved, seconded by Mr. Robillard, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair. 

And objection being taken, that this is a Private Bill, for which the Eules 
respecting Private Bills should have been obsei*ved. 

Mr. Speaker ruled as follows : 

My decided opinion is, that Bill 51 which is now before the House is a Private 
Bill or at the most a hybrid Bill, and that it must be treated as much. 

I am aware that there have been contrary decisions, and that parliamentary 

iurispnidence has varied according to the exceptions and the distinctions which 
lave been made in the various cases ; but it is precisely for that reason, that in 
the session of 1880, the House did me the honor to ask me to create a precedent in 
order to decide the question. 

I then declared that all Bills which affected, at the same time, both private 
and public interests, should be treated as Private Bills. 
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This decision was rendered on an objection taken to the second reading of the 
Bill to divide the registration division of Three Rivers into two registration 
divisions. It is entered in the journals of the House for 1880, sitting of the 23rd 
July, page 291. I have the honor to refer the House to this decision which is 
given at length and is supported by authorities. 

The House unanimously accepted this decision, as settling the question of 
order which is now raised. 

I now re-affirm what I then said and decided, and I declare that the Bill is 
not in order. 

The Order of the Dny, for the second reading of the Bill to exempt from seizure 
one half of the wages of laborers b-^ing read ; 

The Honorable Mr. Mercier moved, seconded by the Honorable Mr. LangeUert 
and the Question being put« That t*ho Bill bo now read a second time; the Moose 
divided : and it was resolved in the Affirmative.

Half past Seven o'clock P. M. 

Mr. Wuriele, from the Standing Committee on Expiring Laws, presented to 
the House, the Second Report of the said Committee, which was read as foUoweth: 

Your Committee have the honor to report; 

That no law will expire before nextSession and that they have no recommend- 
ation to make to your Honorable House on this subject. 

There is however an order of subjects to consider which, although not exactly 
within the jurisdiction of Your Committee, relates nevertheless to the legislation 
which it is our duty to protect. The attention of Your Committee has been 
drawn to the following extract from a report made to this House during the 
present Session by the Honorable T. J. J. Loranger Commissionner appointed for 
the codification of the Statutes : 
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" The commission hojje thereby to ^ive to their work a durable form, and for 
many years, to do away with the necessity of another consolidation or codifica- 
tion. This result will however be very difficult, if not impossible, to obtain, if the 
legislature itself will not place some bounds to the unlimited liberty given to each 
member to propose ad libitum any law whatever in any form he pleases, without 
respect to the order and traditions of preceding legislation— in a word if this mania 
for legislation is not, in some way, repressed. Without this salutary check, the 
codification which we propose, will meet the fate of former revisions and consoli- 
dations, in less than twenty years, confusion will again reign in our Statute 
book and our statutory legislation will again re-enter into that state of chaos in 
which it is now found. 

" The following is the system of restraint or moderation which the present 
commission would suggest. A general commission or committee, called the Com- 
mittee or Commission on Legislation, should be established either of members of 
the Legislature or of persons outside that body, whose duties would be to preserve 
harmony in the statutory laws and protect the Code of Statutes from the incohe- 
rence and confusion of new laws. 

" For this purpose, iv ,Ty Bill should ba, after its first reading referred, to the 
Committee on Legislation, who would be entrusted with examining the advisability 
thereof, and where the examination proves favorable to the Bill, the Committee 
should draw up the same ; and in tnis state the Bill should undergo its second 
reading : And where the s«iid examination proves unfavorable to the said measure, 
the House as in the first case, will decide as to the value to be placed upon the 
opinion of the Committee. '' 

It is to be well underetood that if the Bill, after having been drawn up by the 
Committee, should suffer amendments in either House, it should, before iJeing 
finally passed, be returned to the Committee which should modify the phraseology 
or draft it anew. 

Your Committee acknowledging the wisdom of this suggestion advise its 
adoption by Your Honorable House, and propose further, to change the name of the 
present Standing Committee on Expiring Laws to that of the Stimding Committee 
on Legislation, as sugg sted, and to add to its duties those suggested by the above 
extract. 

The House re^^umed the adjonrned Debate upon the amondmcnt, which wa^, on 
Thursday la^t proposed to be made to the proposed amendment to the Question, 
That the Report of the Committee of Supply on the fifth Sosolution adopted in Com- 
mittee on Tuesday the 2l8t instant (maintenance of Quebec, Montr-^aU Ottawa and Occi-- 
d^^a/Eailway $T03,319.00) be now received ; and which amendment was, That the 
words: 'Hhis House while concurringin the Report of the Committee on the Resolu- 
tion, cannot bat regret that the Government has given the control of a property, such 
as the Provincial Railway, on the good administration ofwhich the financial future of 
the Province depends, to Mr. L. A, 86necaly whoso business reputation and antecedents 
do not offer any of the guarantees, which the Province has a right to expect from a 
person holding such an important position," be added at the end thereof; and which 
amendment to the said proposed amendmentwas, That the words : ''and this House, 
without pronouncing on the best means of dealing profitably with the Provincial 
Railway is of opinion that the Government should not make any arrangement oven 
provisionally for the lease or sale of the Railway without having firsjt submitted 
the pi*oposed arrangement to this House,'* be added at the end thereof. 

And the Question on the amendment to the said proposed amendment being 
again proposed ; 

And a further Debate arising thereupon ; 
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Hr. Speaker, ucder the provisions of the Act 31 Victoria, Chap. 4, cftheStatates 
otQuebeCyCaWed uponJ. S, C. Wurtele^ Esquire, Member for the Electoral District of 
Ycmaska, to take the Ohair during his temporary absence. ^ 

Mr. Wiirtele, accordingly, took the Chair of the House.

" whereas, there are further due considerable sums for work already per- 
formed for the construction of the Provincial Railway ; 

" Whereas, according to the declaration made by the Government, a sum of 
about one million dollars will be required to complete the construction of the said 
road and the purchase of certain branches connecting with it and to obtain the 
necessary rolling stock for the equipment of the line ; 

" Whereas, the Government has already, during the present Session, had a 
sum of $715,000, voted by this House, for the above mentioned purposes ; 

" Whereas, the entire proceeds of the French loan, are already exhausted 
and no other permanent loan is authorized by law ; 

" Whereas, the year 1879-80, resulted in a very considerable deficit, and the 
documents laid before the House show for the fii^st six months of the present 
year, a still larger deficit ; , 

" Whereas, the balances due to the Consolidated Municipal Loan Fund, and the 
balances of municipal subscriptions to the Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental 
Railway, and the other extraordinary resources at the disposal of the province 
are insufficient to meet the extraordinary expenses already enumerated ; 

"And, whereas, in order to protect the credit and honor of this Province it is 
necessary that it should ba in a position to meet its obligation when they become 
due ; 

" Therefore, this House sees with regret that the Government indicates no 
means, and proposes no measure to put an end to deficits and meet the obligations 
of the Province; and is of opinion that so long as the financial state of the province 
is not improved, it would be imprudent and dangerous to undertake new Railway 
works or purchase existing lines," be added at the end thereof.

Reply of Mr. Attorney-General Loranger; 

The Manager does not receive any money — he has no security to give and he 
has not given any. 

By the Honorable Mr. Mercier. — Is it true that the Government intends to 
reinstate Messrs. Tasse and Dcsaulniers in the position of Inspectors of Public 
Offices which they held in 1878; and if so, what will be their salaries and their 
position in the new Commission ; and with what authority was this appointment 
made? 

Reply of Mr. Solicitor-General Lynch; 

The question is under the consideration of the Government, but no decision 
has been arrived at concerning it. 

By the Honorable Mr. Marchand, — From whom will the Government purchase 
the new lands, near the Mile End station of the Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottawa and Occi- 
dental Railway mentioned in Schedule A of the Estimates of the expenses of con- 
struction of the Quebec^ Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental Railway for 1881-82, which 
are to cost severally $7,801.50, $1,200.00 and $2,500.00. 

Reply of Mr. Attorney-General Loranger; 

The estimate asked for is not a fixed price, it is the approximate cost of the 
expropriations which may be necessary — there has been no purchase. 

By Mr. Marion. — What annual revenue has the occupation of the House and 
dependencies in Montreal formerly occupied by the Jacqucs-Cartier Normal School 
brought in to the Government for the last three years ; what taxes and other rents 
have been paid upon the said property for the same period ; and what have been 
the costs of maintaining the said buildmg during the said period ? 

Reply of Mr. Attorney-General Loranger; 

The revenues are very slight, hardly covering the. taxes that the municipality 
imposed on the properties leasea and the cost of maintenance; the Government 
did not wish to dispose of these properties for any length of time, as they intend 
to sell them as soon as they shall obtain a sufficiently Ixigh price. 

By Mr. Marion. — ^What use has the Government made of the furniture of the 
Immigration House that used to be at Montreal^ and of that belonging to the old 
Jacques-Cartier Normal School before it was transferred to the new buildings on 
Logan's farm ? 

Reply of Mr. Attorney-General Loranger; 

Tlie furniture which could be of any use was chosen by the Normal School 
itself. The remainder was given away, part to Charitable Institutions, and part to 
a Hospital, and the remainder of the furniture of the house of emigration was 
sold, and the price applied to emigration expenses. 
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By Mr. Magnan. — Is it the intention of the Government to extend to the Lauren- 
tian Railway Company the same system which is has shown in favor of certain 
Railways, seeing that the subsidy given to the said Company for the part of the 
road already built last year returned to the Company twenty-two per cent 
Interest ?

The Laurantian Railway Company, shall be treated in the same manner as 
other companies in the same condition.

Therefore, Her Maiesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislature 
of QibebeCj enacts as follows : / 

1. Section 124, of the Quebec Election Act, (38 Victoria^ Chapter 7,) is repealed 
and replaced by the following : 

124. No. person shall be elected a member of, or vote or sit as such, in the 
Legislative Assembly of this Province, who is not at least twenty-one years of 
age, of the male sex, a subject of Her Majesty, by birth or naturalization and 
free from all legal incapacity. 

2. Section 125, 126. 127, 128, 129, 130, 131, 132. 133, 134, 135 and 136 of the 
same Act, and Section 15 of the Act 39 Victoria^ Chapter 13, are repealed. 

3. From and after the passing of this Act no cense of eligibility shall be 
required of any member of the Legislative Assembly of Quebec. 

4. This Act shall come into force on the day of its sanction, and shall apply 
to the members of the present Parliament, saving all questions of costs which 
shall not be affected by this Act.

You have fulfilled your task with a devotion which deserves public acknow- 
ledgment, and I am confident that the country will have only to rejoice at the 
result of your deliberations. 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly; 

In the name of Her Majesty, I thank you for the supplies that you have 
generously voted for the various branches of the public Service. 
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Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council; 
Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly; 

As you are about to separate to return to your homes, I sincerely wish you 
all happiness, and pray to God to grant his protection to your families, and to all 
the inhabitants of our faithful and loyal Province. 

Then the Honorable the Speaker of the Legislative Council said : 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council; 

Gentlemen of the House of Assembly ; 

It is His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor's will and pleasure that this provincial 
legislature be prorogued until Thursday, the eighteenth day of August next, to be 
then here holden, and this Provincial Legislature is accordingly prorogued until 
Thursday, the eighteenth day of August next

The C^)mnl^^sioll of Internal Economy of the Legislative Assembly has the 
Honor to Vi^iicV: : 

That in arconKinr" with the roport of the Select Committee, appointed by the 
Legislative AsstMiibly (luring til ' Si.*?sion of J 880, to take into consideration the 
reducing of the expenses of tins House, by decreasing the number of its permanent 
employees, and also with tli.* An A,\^\ fVW., chap. 21, intituled: An Act respect- 
ing the employees of tli!» Legislaiive Council and Legislative Assembly of this 
Province, this Commission iiaJ an imperative duty to perform : it had to consider 
what retrenchments were required to be made to decrease the expenses of the 
Legislative Assembly. 

In order to attain a satisfactory result, a careful examination of the work of 
all the offices had to be made, to ascertain how many employees could be retained 
as permanent, and how many had to be transferred to the list of Peimanent Ses- 
sional Employees^ while determining, at the same time, the annual salary which 
each of them was to be paid for the future. 

This examination has been carefully made ; the Commission has decided upon 
the necessary changes, due regard being had, as much as possible, to the rights 
of the different Employees and to the proper fulfilment of the duties to be per- 
formed. 

In consequence of this, a Report was submitted to the Government, by this 
Commission for approval of the changes rendered necessary by the reduction to 
be made for the more economical working of this House. 

The Government, after taking into consideration the Report made by this 
Commission, and the changes suggested in connection with the Permanent Em- 
ployees, passed the following Order in CounciL

* the 26th November, 1880, approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, on the tst

On the approval of the Report of the Commission of the Internal Economy of 
the House of Assembly, under Act 43-44 Vict., chap. 21. 

The Honorable the Treasurer of the Province, in a Report dated the foui^ 
teen th of October last, 1880, sets forth that the Commission of the Internal Eco- 
nomy of the House of Assembly, met on the seventh, eight and thirteenth of 
October last, under the Act of last Session, the 43-44 VicL^ chap, 21, intituled : " An 
Act respecting the Permanent Employees of the Legislative Council and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of this Province," to consider and act upon the Report of the spe- 
cial Committee, appointed by the Legislative Assembly, at last session. 

That thoy adopted certain regulations for the management of tho affairs of the 
Legislative Assembly, during the recess of tho House, which are annexed to the 
Honorable the Treasurer's JRoport, and to which tho consent of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council is necessary, in order to their being carried into effect. 

That in accordance with a special private Report, of the special Committee 
appointed by the Legislative Assembl}*, to tho said Commission, the following em- 
ployees of the House, with two exceptions, were recommended to be retained as 
permanent, and were dobignated by numbera as well as by their names and salaries, 
viz:

That the Commission further ordered, that those employees, who may be placed 
on the list of sessionals, shall be required to come and do dut}*, before the beginning 
of the session, and remain as many days after each session, as may be required by 
the Commission, and that all writers and clerks must fully ^nish and complete the 
work of the session, for the salary mentioned. 

That the Commission further agreed, that the above employees, in last men- 
tioned list, with the exception of Messrs. Prendergast and de la Chevrotiere, whose 
services are to be dispensed with, and pensioned off, and L. Stafford, whose salary 
is $600, and who only is employed as sessional employee, at present, e$hall respeo- 
tively receive one half of their present salaries, as sessional employees in future, 
and m addition they shall receive sufficient to pay towards their rension Fund the 
percentage required upon the amount of talary thus reduced, so that said employees 
shall continue to pay the required percentage upon what salary they now receive 
and the Government upon the diminution of salary made. 

That the Commission further reports, that the time for the operation of the said 
Act to come into force should bo the firet day of January next, (1881). 

The Honorable the Treasurer therefore recommends that the regulations made 
by the ^aid Commihsion of Internal Economy, and the foregoing be adopted in 
Council, ard come into force on the first of January next, and further, that he, (the 
Honorable Treasurer) be authorized to pay the eighteen months' salary, as provided 
in the said above mentioned Act, to such of said employees as may voluntarily 
retire from the service of the House of Assembly. 
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The Committee concur in the foregoing Beport and submit the same for the 
Lieatenant-Goyernor*8 approval.

The varioQB changes recommended by this Commission, and pat into force by 
the Order in Coancil aforesaid, were carried out in accordance with such Order. 

At the end of the present Beport is a comparative statement in tabular form 
giving the number of employees of this House and of their salaries in 1880 and 1881, 
with columns shewing the changes made and the reductions effected. These reduc- 
tions amount to $13,375.00. 

This removal of permanent employees having given rise to resi^ations and 
changes, the number of supernumeraries will require to be increased m proportion 
to the vacancies which have occurred. 

The number of fourteen supernumeraries employed during the Session of 
1880 has, this year, been unavoidably increased hy seven, to replace Messrs. 
Mantpetit^ Bradley and Ed. Demers who nave resigned and claimed tneir retiring 
allowance (indemnity) Messrs. de la Chevrotiere and Pr&ndergast superannuated and 
Dr. E. Belleau^ deceased. The names of the seven supernumeraries so appointed 
are show on the tabular statement above mentioned. 

The suggestions made bv this Commission at the beginning of last Session, 
as to the casual expenses of tnis House during the year, and particularly during 
the vacation, have become regulations and moreover been put into practice. 

The management, as well as the regulations relating to expenditure, are now 
under the control of tne Clerk. 

That officer must examine all requisitions to see if the proposed purchases 
may be approved, an order book being kept for that purpose. In this nook the 
regulations are entered, showing the ^article required and by whom ; also the 
date, approval by the Clerk, from whom purchased, the price when received, 
when Quivered to the person requiring it, and his receipts therefor. 

As to the various accounts laid before this Commission for approval, the order 
to pay them is given only after their correctness has been verified.
